Tracking His Stepmother Across the 
Continent. 
From the Sacramento Bee. 

A few days ago Chief Jackson was notified by 
Sa-yon-na, an Indian doctress who has been 
here some months, that she had received a 
threatening letter, signed Andrew Coleman, 
demanding $500 and saying that if the money 
was not vaid he would expose her on account of 
her life in the East. Officer Arlington was <de- 
tailed and yesterday arrested the writer of the 
letter, who proves to be a prepossessing Indian 
aged about 22 years, who is well educated and 
frankly admits writing the letter, and says that 
he was justified, though he thinks now a _per- 
sonal interview, which would have cote his 
identity to the woman, would have been more 
effective. At noon the woman had not sworn 
to a complaint, or visited the station-house, and 
the prisoner said he did not think she would 
dare to prosecute him. She lectured here last 
winter and then established an office up-town, 
in which she displays numerous bottles. She 
attracts considerable attention on the street, 
being large, copper-colored, and wearing 4 
man’s stray hat, carrying a jaunty cane and 
wearing bronze shoes. soon as the: Salva- 
tion Army wasestablished here she joined the 
ranks.

Democrats in the War.

There is a singular assumption, which has become 
a part of the claim regularly made in campaign or- 
atory, that it was the Republican party which fought 
the war, and that the Democrats did nothing but 
resist it. ‘While the soldiers’ grayes remain at Mt. 
Auburn,” [heard an eloguent speaker say, “. will 
never vote to place a Democrat in office.” The 
graves are not likely to be disturbed; Fut did it ever 
occur to the speaker to ask how meuy of them are 
the graves of Democrats? The counter-claim is 
sometimes made by Democreiic orators that the 
majority of those in the rarks of the Union army 
belonged to that despise? party, and though this 
may not be true, the assertion is not easily refuted. 
Of the Major-Genersis in the war the majority prob- 
ably were, and arg, Democrats. Of the ninety-five 
graduates at Marvard who fell in the war many 
were of that same party; and so were many of the 
still larger number whose names are inscribed in 
tie Harvard Memorial Hail. The great Roman 
Catholic cemeteries of the North show as many 
flags on Decoration Day asthe Protestant cemeter- 
ies; but it was rare to find a Roman Catholic soldier 
who was aKepublican. This exclusive assumption 
that only one ‘party fought the war sometimes 
leads to curious miscalcuiations; as when a certain 
town committee sent carriages for twenty disabled 
soldiers in the neighboring Soldiers’ Home, assum- 
ing that they would all vote the Republican ticket, 
and then found, totheir dismay, that all but three 
deposited their votes for the other side. 


Grosyenor for Protection. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Mr. William M. Grosvenor, who is to define the 
tariff for the benefit of the Republicans of Philade!- 
phia to-night from the standpoint of an extreme 
protectionist, is probably well fitted for that work. 
He was editor of the old St. Louis Democrat, in 
which position he was one of the ablest and most 
persistent of free traders. 

In 1870 Mr. Grosvenor wrote a book with the strik- 
ing title, ‘‘Dees Protection Protect?” which he dedi- 
cated to the American Free Trade Club. It has long 
been out of print, and is now in great request among 
specialists in political economy and book collectors. 
It was a perfect arsenai of facts, figures, deductions 
and theories, and has been freely drawn upon by 
the. advocates of low tariff ever since. It was prob- 
ably the most striking original contribution to that 
idea thus far made in this country.

“the best protection for industry is to let it alone,” 
and that “legislators may mar but can never mend 
it (the world) by interfering with its fundamental 
laws,”

From $10 to $50 Offered for Votes 
in the Buckeye State.

Republican Slush Money—The Splendid 
Organization of the Democrats—How the 
Jarring Factions Have Harmoniously 
United—The Democrats Confident—The 
Republicans Plan to Purchase Two to 
Three Votes in Every Precinct in the 
State. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch, 

CoLtumsus, October 7.—A few days in Ohio at 
such a season as this makes a maf refiect that he 
wouldn't mind beinga “doubtful State’ himself, 
just fora month or two. Your ‘solid’. Democratic 
or “solid” Republican State is like some big, fat, 
wallflower of a girl that everybody likes, but nobody 
ever thinks of courting. Your “doubtful” State is 
the beautiful society belle, whose wooers’are myriad, 
who calls her feet the most brilliant statesmen of the 
eountry, and whose every wish is gratified, regard- 
less of expense. Like the beautiful girl, too, ber 
temptations to be naughty are manyfold more 
numerous and powerful than those to which her 
more. solid sister is subjected, and 
ironclad must be her virtue if she successfully 
resists the assaults which are made upon 
it by her extravagant admirers. A week from to- 
day this old Buckeye flirt, who has for so many 
years played fast and loose with the political heirs 
of Thomas Jefferson and Abraham Linco!n. will be. 
put to the test, and it will be definitely determined 
whether she has been true to her good name, or has 
succumbed to the influence of the doliars of the 
dads. The Democratic managers insist that a poll 
of the State, which has been made at immense ex- 
pense by the employment of a careful canvasser in 
every election precinct, who worked like a census- 
taker, shows them to have a very handsome major- 


ity on the State ticket. If, then, that 
majority fails to materialize, what is 
the inference? Simply that several

“How are the corruptionists working?” asked 
your correspondent of 

COL. J. G. THOMPSON. 
‘“‘Aro they buying votes direct, or are they corrupt- 
ing men who control votes in societies, work-shops 
and political organizations?” 

“Mr. Dudley is following here exactly the same 
plan he followed in Indiana. He is buying votes 
direct and insists on knowing what he is buying. 
His headquarters are here in Columbus, but he keeps 
so much in the dark that he is seldom seen. The 


State committee has two offices—one 
fronting on Third street and the other 
ou Fourth = street. The Third street 


office is the public one, where the committee does 
its legitimate work. The Fourth street office is 
where Dudley and his men do their deviltry.”’ 

“And what is their process?"’ 

“They aim, first, to get one man in each precinct 
in the State in their service, with whom they con- 
tract for the delivery to the Republicans of three or 
four Democratic votes. They do not take any 
chances, but insist in knowing the names and ad- 
dresses of every voter thus bought. If they get 
three or even two votes in each district which 
would otherwise be Democratic, you 
see it makes ai big’ total ein the 
State, for every vote so changed counts as 
two.

THE OLD FACTION FIGHT 
between the Pendleton-Thurman Thompson-Hoad- 
levy and the Mclean-Payne elements in this State was 
having a disastrous effect upon the interests of the 
party here, are not borne out by the investigations 
which your correspondent has thus ‘ar made. The 
history of the Democratic campaign, so far as it has 
progressed is very interesting. It will be remember- 
ed that the McLean element, which became very 
aggressive after it had succeeded in defeating Pen- 
dleton for the United States Senate and electing 
Payne,made a strenuous endeavor last June to name 
the delegation at large to the Chicago Convention. 
They failed, but the friends of Senator Thurman 
and Durbin Ward saw the importance of eoncili- 
ating euch alarge influence as McLean represented, 
and after he had left the hal! of the State Conven- 
tion in a state of great indignation at his failure, 
they of their own motion offered him a place on 
the delegation and induced him to return. The del- 
egation went to Chicago in high feather, 
and Thurman's friends thought that, with 
such seemingly good feeling as prevailed 
in their body, they would certainly secure 
to the old Roman the Presidential nomination 
in case any very strong opposition to Cleveland was 
developed. To make sure of McLean's good will be- 
yond all peradventure, they made him chairman 
of the delegation, notwithstanding he represented a 


minority. After this blue-ribbon favor, as McLean | 


himself characterized it, had been bestowed, Thur- 
man felt safein summoning McLean to his room at 
the Palmer House, and’requesting him to so far for- 
get all past differences as let him (Thurman) have 
the solid vote of the Ohio delegation just once, by 
way of compliment, if for no other reason. To his 
amazement, McLean flatly refused, saying that he 
did not know that he could control the votes of the 
twenty-one delegates who formed the minority to 
that extent. He was stubborn in his refusal, and there 
was no mistaking his détermination that Thurman 
should not be President if he could prevent it, 
Greatly humiliated, and doubtless almost heart- 
broken, the. gallant old, Senator gave up the fight, 
and the Ohio delegation, holding a balance of power, 
nominated Cleveland through McLean's manage 
ment, Even at that time it was openly charged that 
McLean was really a Blaine man, and would never 


SER ce the Democratic candidate he 


was laboring so hard to nominate. The Thurmayg 
man returned home in a state of mind that was 
simply savage. Good sense, however, preraile 
against paasion and they determined that, while to 
continue the war against the McLean elements 
would certainly sacrifice the natipnal ticket, thera 
would be no more compensation for that dis. 
aster than there is for a man who kicks 
over the China closet because dinner is late.

Mr. McLean's paper had been very fi!- 
some in its praises of Blaine, hence it was inferred 
that the State Committee, which he controlled, 
would not sit up nights to elect Cleveland, notwith- 
standing the part their leader had played in the 
nomination of the New York man. On the other 
hand, it would never do to express any want of con- 
fidence inthe State Committee, for that might 
serve to antagonize them to such a degree as to insura 
disaster from the very outset. The Thur- 
man men determined, therefore, that an organiza- 
tion must be effected throughout the State which, 
without in any manner attempting to usurp th» 
functions of the Central Committee, or to clash with 
the authority of that body, should have the effect 
of rendering the Democracy of the State ina meas- 
ure independent of that body. Accordingly, theay 
after the return from Cincinnati & mass-meeting 
was held, and Mr. Thurman, with a fine exhibition 
of tortitude, declared himself heart and soul for the 
national ticket, thus reassuming and enthusing his 
flower.

A system of correspond- 
ence was established between these branches and 
the central body, and thus the organizations con- 
stituted what was really a splendid campaign com 
mittee, without at the same time making any pre 
tense of authority. Never a word was said all this 
time about the differences between the party fac- 
tions, the attention of everybody being directed to 
the common enemy. The State Central Committee 
having been given not the slightest offense by this 
line of auxiiliary work. 
WENT ON WITH ITS CAMPAIGN, 
independently of the Cleveland and Hendricks 
Clubs, and the only case of fault-finding offered by 
either party was the course of the Enquirer in giv- 
ing an active support to Blaine, through its cor- 
respondence, Even this was complained of by individ- 
ual Democrats only, and not by party organizations, 
the current explanation being accepted that McLean 
was compelled to either part with the services of his 
New York correspondent, who was booming Blaine 
and belittling Cleveland every day, or allow him to 
follow that.course. Under the strong party enthus- 
iasm which has grown mainly through these Cleve- 
land and Hendricks Clubs, the Enquirer, even, has 
been considerably modified in its tone, and about 
three days each week it is a pretty fair Democratic 
paper. Its faults, too, are in a measure offset by the 
action of some shrewd party workers in leasing a 
given amount of space in the Republican State organ, 
the Commercial Gazette, which space is filled every 
day with strong anti-Biaine articles. Thus has the 
work goue on, and last wee the Cleveland and 
Hendricks organizations held such a massimeeting 
in Columbus as the State never saw before. ‘Those 
who managed it claim though the procession wis 
less imposing than that of last Thursday night's 
Blaine gathering, the number of people at the tmass- 
meeting was greater by 10,000 than at the Blain: as- 
semblage.

The Democratic State Committee in Ses- 
sion To-Day.—Dr. McLean’s Proposition to 
Mr. Brown, and What the Latter Thinks 
of it.—Political Potpourri. 


The State Democratic Committee met at the head- 
uarters, with a very full attendance of members, at 
0:30 a. m. to-day. During the morning only routine 

wotk was done. Each commititeeman was asked in 
turn as to the condition of the Co ional cam- 
paign in his district, and, with few exceptions, 
the reports were very encouraging. In 
the istricts of the extreme north

Fox told him 
that $5,000 would be absolutely essential to get the 
machine away from McLean, and Urrick had told 
Fox that Brown would not buy the nomination, 
and if he did Orrick would work against him. 

Mr. Orrick gave the substance of his conversation 
with Hays and Orrick. He called the attention of 
these gentlemen to the fact that McLean wasa

vised Brown's friends to spend money freely and le- 
gitimately. ‘Part of the $5,000 was to go for a cam- 
paign daily paper, the rest was to be applied to the 
great expenses which come naturally from running 
in the Ninth District. Fox's only interest was to de- 
feat McLean. 
Several other gentlemen were heard and a num- 
ber of questions asked by the referees, and consider- 
ably after midnight the Court arose. 
THE FINDING Of THE COURT. 
Later in the day, after due deliberation, the Court 
of Honor agreed upon the following report, which 
effectually settles all the matters in dispute;

Brown made to others, he thought he was in good 
faith justified in conducting bis campaign within 
the limit of his right, and with no intention to dam- 
age Mr. Hays.

New York, October 5.—The atmosphere of the 
metropolis is surcharged with politics of the most 
electrical kind. Speculation and rumor as to deals 
and fusions and probable majorities are rife, All 
eyes are turned to Ohio, and both parties are bend- 
ing every effort to influence the result in that State 
through even seemingly irrelevant moves here.

In the sameway 
whatever strength he may have in the Empire 
stave is nurtured and enhanced by the eclat of hi 


. reception in Ohio. 


Even more significant are the maneuvers in the 
Democratic camp, and, to the impartial observer, 
they seem likely to be more effective. The monster 
meeting of Germans at the Academy Music on 
Monday night fired a shot into the Plumed Knight's 
ranks which it will take a great deal of “‘magnet- 
ism” and eclat to offset. Seldom have I listened to 
a more complete and forcible expose and analysis 
of Republican shams and _. pretenses than 
the ringing speech made by the editor 
of the Worup, If the October skirmish depends up- 
on the German vote, Mr. Pulitzer’s clear and con- 
vincing demonstration of the Prohibition fallacy, 
and Biaine’s thorough identification with it cannot 
fail to aid the Democratic cause in Ohio as mate- 
rially as in the East. But, like prudent generals, the 
Democrats are taking good care of the rear. Should 
the Republicans be defeated in the impending strug- 
gie in Ohio, their defeat in November is pretty gen- 
erally conceded. The Democrats, on the contrary, 
will make the final contest for victory on the decis- 
ive battle ground of New York with greater advan- 
tages than they have hadin any presidential fight 
for twenty years past. 

The display of organized political strength made

Saved Within Five Minutes of Execution | 
—Capt. Carlode Rudio Gives a Graphic 
Picture of the Scene on the Scaffold—aA | 
Timely Interposition—The Captain Chats 
About the Napoleon Conspiracy and the 
Publican League of Italy. 


Few men have stood on the scaffold and faced 
the French guillotine under sentence of death with 
necks bared for the cruel knife and haye tried to 
describe their sensations under the terrible ordeal. 
It is like calmly, coolly meeting the monster death, 
having been almost as one dear as far as feelings 
are concerned, having bidden farewell to the world 
forever and only lacking in the complete experience 
of death the momentary physical twinge, if 


twinge there be, that marks the severing of 
the head from the y and the 
dissolution of life. Capt. Carlo de Rudio. one of the 
companions of Orsini in the conspiracy against the 
life of Napoleon ILI, and one of the men who threw 
a hand grenade at the Emperor, all of which is a 
matter of history, has passed through this experi- 
ence. . Captain de Rudio is now an officer in the 
Seventh Cavalry, U.S. A., and has been spending 
several days at the Planters’ awaiting an assignment 
to duty. He is unwilling, asa rule, tb talk about 
this part of his life, but ina friendly conversation 
with a Post-DIsPATCH reporter he 
gave a vivid and graphic picture’ of 
the scene on the scaffoid and of the incidents con- 
nected with this fateful period of his life, and he 
also gavea clear explanation of the aims and work 
of the secret organization formed to establish the 
liberty and national mdependence of Italy, of which 
Mazzini was the ruling spirit. Without quoting the 
captain's exact words the substance of the narrative 
may be substantially given. As early as 
1851, Mazzini, Kossuth. Cavignac and 
other leaders of liberal opinion’ in 
Europe met in London to consider how best the in- 
terests of freedom and Republicanism could be ad- 
vanced. It was agreed that Napoleon, as the man 
who 
HAD DESTROYED THE LIBERTIES OF FRANCE 
and had garrisoned Italy with troops should be re- 
membered, not because of himself or his deeds. but 
as the head and front of the opposition to freedom 
and independence in both Italy and France. Napo- 
leon was a member of the secret league himself, 
had subscribed to its oath of secrecy and had sworn 
to devote his efforts tothe accomplishment of its 
purposes. instead of this, when, through 
the aid of members of the 
League he was placed in a position to do it great 
service, his attention, his influence and his troops 
were devoted to crushing it and its members. It was 
agreed, therefore, that he must die to carry out the 
pian of uniting Italy under a free government and of 
establishing Republicanism in France. Mazzini asked 
the Frenchmen what they could do in case of Napo- 
leon’s death, and when they promised to revolution- 
ize France he said he could not only speak for Italy, 
but that he could find patriots Who wouid dare to ex- 
ecule the deed. These attempts were 
made before the Orsini. attempt, in. which 
de Rudio was engaged. De’ Rudio nimself was not 
only induced by his membership in and sympathy 
with the secret organization, to join the conspira- 
tors, but his brothers had been slain, his sister im- 
prisoned and his family weil nigh ruinéd by the 
French tyrant, and he had desires for vengeance, 
which urged him to aid in Napoleon's destruction. 
The attempt on the Eraperor’s life, the arrest of the 
conspirators, and allof the events connected with 
their triad and condemnation are matters of Distury. 
Napoleon was urged to clemency by an 
almost united European press, as it was thought an 
act of magnanimity such as that wuld have a good 
effect on the revolutionary party. He was urged to 
pardon ali of the convicted men. He, however, was 
bent on the execution of the sentence and the death 
of three patrietswho had been condemned to 
death. He, therefore, referred the whole matter to 
his Senate. De Rudio was the youngest of threé 
condemned men, and had

The Senate meton the might before the day 
set tor the execution of De Rudio and his compan- 
ions. Napoleon himself opened the session, and, in 
in a speech to the Senators, so piaced- the matter of 
pardoning the Italians that to have voted for the 
pardon would have been to have deciared one’s self 
a friend of revolution and an enemy of the Em- 
peror. A majority of the Senators were, in fact, 
republicans and in favor of pardon, but the speech 
of the Emperor made it impossible for them to 
vote in accordance with their convictions without 
bringing ruin on. themselves, The Senate. there- 
fore, voted against interfering with the sentence of 
the court. It was haif past 3 o’ciock in the morning 
when the Senate adjourned, and the sentences were 
to be executéd at 7 o'clock. As yet nothing had 
been done to save de Rudio. The Empress when 
she heard what had been done by the Senate found 
that it was impossible to influence Napoleon. 
It seemed inevitabie that Pe Rudio should die and 
that the prayers of bis young wife shouid be in vain. 
The second place in the trio had fallen to the 1l6t of 
Capt. De Rudio, and he was to die immediately after 
the first victim, and before Orsini, who was last. In 
accordance with the ruié in France the prisoners 
were notified of the fact .that they had 
to die at 6 o'clock, one hour before the time for the 
execution. Priests were admitted to their presence, 
and all preparations wade for death. 
De Rudio had completed the arrangements for his 
expected dissolution, had bidden farewell to his 
wife and child, and a few minutes before 7 o'clock 
was led by his guard to the scaffold. It was the 
13th of March, a cold, blustering day, with an un- 
pieasant mixture of snow, rain and sleet falling. A 
most disagreeable gloomy day more fitted for the 
scene that was to take place could not well be im- 
agined. Captain De Rudio had his arms 
bound behind , him, and his clothing had 
been stripped from his neck and _ shoul- 
ders almost to his waist to give the 
glittering curved blade which be could see sus- 
pended before him a free and unobstructed course 
through bis neck. The biack cap had been adjusted 
on his head preparatory to being drawn over his face. 
He was very fond of smoking and bad requested the 
privilege of emptying a final pipe, which bad been 
ranted by the guard, and he was puffing away in 
ina dripping raincaimly awaiting the stroke of 
the bell which should announce the time for his 
death.

New York, October 7.—The following letter ex- 
plains itself: 

To Gen. S. A. Alger, Candidate for the Gubernatorial 

Office in Washington: 

Dear Sir—The publication of your telegram to 
Mr. James F. Joy of Detroit, but now in London, 
and his reply compels me to publish the facts of an 
interview with him at his home at or about Septem- 
ber 29, 1877, in order to clear myself of the charge of 


bearing false witness against him. I have steadily 
refused to give to the public press the story of that 
interview at the hospitabie board of a private house. 
But as the utterance of a public man about a public 
man I had aright to mention it privately among 
my intimate friends. In what way the partiai and 
imperfect storypof that interview got into the news- 
papers I do not know—certainly not with my 
nowledge or privity. Misled by these reports you 
telegraphed to Mr. Joy in London as follows: 
“Detroit, Micu., September 3), 1884. 
“To Joy, care of Brown, Shipley & Co., London— 
Did Blaine offer to appoint a committee to suit you 
if you took Little Rock bonds off his hands? Henr 
Ward Beecher says you told him Biaine did. [signed] 
“ALGER.” 
Henry Ward Beecher said nothing of the kind as 
you will soon see. It was easy for Mr. Joy to reply 


as follows: 
“Lonpon, September 80, 1884, 

“S A. Atger, Detroit—Biaine never made me any 
offer to appoint a committee to suit me in any man- 
neror form or for any consideration of any kind 
whatever. {Signed} “J. #. Joy.” 

Please send to him the following narrativ and 
you may depend upon it Mr. Joy will not cont: udict 
its substantial! accuracy; neither will any one of the 
several gentlemen who were at the table with me, 
nor will other witnesses. Nota few will deny that 
the same substantial statements have been made by 
Mr. Joy to others not unfrequently. 

Toward the close of the dinner, September 29, 
1877, political matters were introduced, and among 
other things Biaine’s failure to receive the nomina- 
tion that went to Hayes. Mr. Joy spoke .with con- 
temptuous severity of Mr. Blaine, and gave this 
statement: 

WHAT MR. JOY SAID, 

“When a difficulty occurred in regard to certain 
lands in the the Southwest in which { was interested, 
a committee was about to be appointed by Congress 
to examine the matter, Blaine being Speaker of the 
House.

The Story of How Wm. M. Scott Won 
$150,000 Recalled by His Death. 


Toronto Correspondence of the New Vork Sun, 
The name of William M. Scott, who died 
here the other day, was heralded from one end 
of the continent to the other about two years 
ago when he wonthe sum of $150,000in a 
single game of poker. Scott was a native of 
Newburgh, N. Y., where he lived when he 
played his famous game.

Rush C, Wakeman, once traveling partner of 
alarge New York grocery firm, but subse-. 
quently known along the Erie and other rail- 
ways of this and adjoining States, under sever- 
al aliases as a most daring and skillful confi- 
dence operator, swindler, and gambler, died a 
paralytic in an obscure part of Toronto on Fri 
day last. A distant relative of his,a well-known 
citizen of the Southern tier, who had contrib- 
uted somewhat to his support during his five 
years of helplessness, he having been unable to 
either talk or walk since 1879, relates some in- 
teresting incidents in his career, akeman 
was Dorn in the Ninth Ward in New York City 
fifty years ago, but had not lived there in forty 
years. In 1854, being then a resident of one of 
the Northeasteru counties in the State, he be- 

came connected with the grocery house. In 1856 he 
married a youug woman of good family. Her 
father Was a prominent Democratic local poli- 
ticida and she was a Vassar graduate She was 
but 20 years of age and a decided and very 
teautiful blonde, but report had coupled her 
name With several leading citizens of the county 
insxh & Way as to give hes a questionable 
rpulation,: For a year or so after her marriage 

Vn Wakeman ceased to give the village an 

cause for gossip, but in 1858. her intimacy wit 

alawyer of the place became a matter of com- 


mon talk. In the Fall of that year both she 


and the lawyer disa ed, and with them her 
infant daughter. ‘akeman, who adored his 
faithless wife and his ohild, made every effort 
to find some trace of their whereabouts, but a 
search of two years failed to reward him with 
any intelligence of them. D that time he 
gave up his business and ually took to 
drink. Always an expert card player, but to 
that time simply indulging in social es, 
turned his whole attention to gambling, and 
was the originator of the swindling poker 
games played on railway trains, by which 
he won thousands of dollars. Early in the war 
he won $5,000 on one hand onan Erie Rail- 
way train, the losers being two well-known 
residents of Orange County. Other ‘‘skin- 
rackets” with cards and other appliances origi- 
nated with and were deftly and profitably 
worked by him and his associates on ali rail- 
roads as far west as Chicago and St. Louis, 
Some of his aliases were Buck McCarter, Wil- 
lam De Silva, Walty Rushton, Wide-Awake 
Rushy, George Layman and Billy Porter. He 
became, Jater on, an intimate tiate of Dan 
Nobles, the famous burglar, ial was strongly 
suspected of being an agent of a Western gang 
of horse thieves, who had headquarters in 
Western Pennsylvania and Central Ohio. His 
entire nature seemed to have been changed, 
and he gave himself up to an open, undisguised 
life of crime. He managed to maintain most 
singular and constant immunity from arrest, 
although there was scarcely a swindle of any 
kind, or any particularly brilliant confidence 
operation reported from 1861 to 1875 by passen- 
gers on the railroads mentioned, or from any of 
the towns or cities, that it was not morally cer- 
tun Were either engineered or worked by him. 
Beles, there were burglaries, horse-stealing 
onrations, and thieving of many kinds that he 
Was either suspected of *‘putting up” or of being 
cirectiy concerned in.

JIM BECKWOURTH’S ADVENT- 


URES. 


Recollections of a Famous Scout Who 
Became the Chief of an Indian Tribe. 
San Francisco Correspondence af the New York Sun. 

In Plumas County there is a fertile mountain 
valley inthe heart of the Northern Sicrras, 
where for some years Beckwourth, the famous 
trapper, guide, Indian chicf and frontiersman, 
lived 


mountain pass. 
sons, army officers and civilians, who 
whom this fearless guide led across the Si- 
erras in 1551. ; 
Beckwourth was born in Fredericksburg, Va., 
in 1798. His father had been an officer in the 
Revolution. About 1805 the family removed to 
Missouri, and settled twelve miles below’ St. 
Charles, in a region still called Beckwourth’s 
Settlement. When only 19 years old Jim Beck- 
wourth became the hunter of Col. KR. M. John- 
son’s expedition to treat with thc Sacs 
Foxes and work lead mines in the UGaiena 
gion. It was not long before Beckwourth 
joined Gen. Ashley’s Rocky Mountain Fur 
Company. From i817 until he started for 
California in 1544, his life was a succession of 
hairbreadth escapes, of fortunes made and 
lost, and of Indian battles. 


Jessup during the Seminole war in Fiorida. 
He even became fifth counsellor of the Crow 


them in countless forays against the Sioux and 
Blackfeet. Healways protected the persons 
and property of whites while he was the ruier 
of the Crows, His popularity with. the tribe, 
whom he ruled witha rod of iron, was due to 
his wonderful knowledge of Indian nature and 
his unsurpassed moss-trooper instincts. He was 
never so happy as when in the sacle, leading a 
war party by night marches to assault Lipan 
or Commaigee encampments, or to stampede 
their horses and dash away again like a whirl- 
wind. One of the dozen or more Indian naines 
he had meant in English, ‘‘Enemy of Horses.” 
One of Beckwourth’s famous feats was ac- 
complished about 1822, when he was near the 
Snake River, trapping beaver. He was pur- 
sued by over 200 Indians, and ran all day. with- 
out food or water, covering, it is believed, not 
less than ninety-five miles before he reached 
Sublette’s camp. This feat ranks in the tales of 
the West with Bent’s famous ride twenty years 
later. In 18386, while Beckwourth was in St. 
Louis, and was still Chief of the Crows, a _ fool- 
ish trapper told that tribe that he had been 
killed. They at once surrounded Fort Cass 
with thousands of warriors to take immediate 
vengeance. After much parley a truce of three 
months was agreed upon, until word could be 
sent to Beckwourth to come and rescue _ the be- 
leaguered fort, which contained $100,000 worth 
of goods. A trapper named Pappen was paid 
$1,000 to deliver the message to Beckwourth, 
and the Crows encamped to await results. The 
fur company paid Beckwourth $5,000 and all 
expenses to return at once, and he rode, with 
two companions, the entire distance in_ fifty 
days, and saved the fort from destruction. 
After this he traded in New Mexico, and in 
1844 led an expedition to California, reaching 
Los Angeles in January, 1844. He was one of 
the most active of the revolutionists of 1545, 
under Gen. Castro, being leader of the thirteen 
American riflemen who first joined Castro. He 
was lieutenant of the subsequent corps of 160 
which captured the Pueblos of Santa Barbara 


} and Monterey, defeating Sutter's forces. When, 


in 1847, war was declared in Mexico, Beck- 
wourth and his company of trappers, number- 
ing less than a dozen, collected -over 1,800 
horses in the Los Angeles region, and, starting 
eastward, reached the Arkansas in safety. He 
then carried dispatches from Fort Leavenworth 
to Santa Fe and other points, On one occasion 
he rode 913 miles in fifteen days. In 1545 he 
returned to California, 

Here he helped to bring to justice the perpe- 
trators of the Reed murders near San Miguel, 
where a repected English family and their serv- 
ants, eleven in all, were killed. The ijanch was 
twenty-five miles from the nearest house, and 


deed not an hour after it was committed. 
rode seventy-two miles that night, and collected 
a band of forty men, to whom twenty more 
were added tlie next day. They separated, and 
Beckwourth, with twenty men, overtook the 
fourteen desperadoes who had killed the family 
in order to get $1,000 worth of gold dust. In 
the attack two or three of the murderers were 
killed, and othefs were captured, tried by iynch 
law, and shot. After this Beckwourth became 
a familliar figure at the gold camps of the dier- 
ras, from Hangtown to Shasta. 

Beckwourth was rather under medium size, 
but possessed of great strength and endurance. 
He was famous for his- vivid descriptive powers 
in telling of his adventures. He died in his 
lonely cabin a score of years ago, a vagrant of 
the wilderness, an uneducated, kind-hearted 
frontiersman, less noble than Boone and Carson, 
yet not unworthy of their companionship.

a succession of heavy gales was experienced. 
Qn the $d of July a frightful storm was met 
with and the captain, seeing that the yacht was 
rapidly foundering, ordered the boat to be got 
out, This was done, but with the exception of 
two small tins of preserved turnips they were 
without either food or water. The turnips 
lasted but four or five days, and their sulfer- 
ings from thirst during that time were fright- 
ful. They killed a turtleand drank its blood, 
and then for more thana fortnight they were 
without food. So terrible did their position be- 
come that at tne end of the eighteenth day they 
deliberated as to the advisability of casting lots 
as to who shvuld be killed to supply fe for 
the others. The plan was proposed by the cap- 
tain, but one of the men objected, saying it was 
better they should all die together, and the pro- 
not pressed. But after two days 
more of horrible suffering both the captain and 
the mate suggested that the boy Parker 
shonld be killed, especially as his 
sufferings were so intense that he had be- 
come delirious. They also reasoned that he 
was only a lad, with no responsibilities, while 
they were married men, with wives and fami- 
ilies depending on them. Brooks declined to be 
a party in the matter. Eventually the captain 
and the mate decided jointly to kill Parker, 
who was living in the bottom of the boat in a 
state of exhaustion. Dudley, having offered 
up a prayer for forgiveness for the act, went to 
the boy and said: -“‘Now, Dick, your time is 
eotme!” Parker faintly cried: “What? me, 
sir!’ Dudley replied: ‘‘Yes, my boy;” and 
thereupon ran a small penknife into Parker's 
jugular vein. The lad offered no resistance, dy- 
ing almost instantly. The survivors caught the 
gushing blood in their tins and drank it between 
them, then stripped the body of its clothes, cut 
out the liver and heart while yet hot from the 
body, and devoured them voraciously, For the 
next four days they continued to live on the 
flesh which they tore from Parker’s dead body 

and they were still eating their horrible food 
when, on the twenty-fourth day from the time 
they left their yacht, they were sighted and res- 
cued by the German bark Montezuma. On ar- 
riving at Falmouth on Saturday the men were 
taken to the Sailors’ Home, and later in the day 
they were apprehended under a warrant. At 
the Falmouth Police Court the three men were 
charged with the murder .of the lad Richard 
Parker. The only witness called was Police 
Constable Laverty, Harbor Police, who stated 
that he heard the prisoners relate the above

‘‘We went on from the fifteenth to the twen- 
tieth day without any food at all or drink, and 
by that time we had nto look each other 
in the face very black. The boy,who had drank 
some sea water at night, had said, ‘We shall 
all die,’ and I remarked, ‘We shall have to 
draw lots, boys.’ 

‘This was ignored by all, and they said: ‘We 
had better die together,’ to which I| repligd: 
‘So let it be, but it is hard for four to die whén 
perhaps one might. save the rest.’ 7

| ©. gupposed to have been. Indeed, in England it was 
~~ Joked upon as an easy death, and women were even 


+ burnt for the same crimes for which men were hung 
as being the more humane manner of putting to 


death. But, and here lies the whole secret, these 
game old records show that the condemned were in- 
variably strangled to death, or at jeastinto a state 
of perfect unconsciousness befare the flames were 
allowed to touch them, so that in reality it was sim- 
ply the dead body which was devoured by the angry 
flames. 
In proof of this a case is mentioned in an old En- 
lish book where the executioner was severely 
ed because, his hands becoming scorched, he 
failed to pull the rope fastened around the neck of 
the condemned hard enough to kill her until after 
the flames had reached her and caused great agony 
in spite of the efforts of those about her, Quite a 
detailed account is given of the 
EXECUTION OF A WOMAD 
named Eleanor Elsom, in the *‘Lincoln Date Book,” 
who was condemned to death for the murder of her 
husband and ordered to be burned at the stake, It 
reads as follows: “She was clothed in a cloth made 
like ‘a shift’ saturated with tar, and her limbs were 
also smeared with the same inflammabie substance, 
while a tarred bonnet had been placed on her head, 
She was brought out of prison bgrefooted, and, be- 
ing puton a hurdle, was drawn on 4 siedge to the 
place of execution near the gallows. Upon arrival 
some time was passed in prayer, after which the ex- 
ecutioner placed her on a tar barrel, a height of 
- three feet; against the stake. A rope ran through a 
pulley in the stake and was placed around her neck, 
she herself fixing it with her hands.” She was 
robably quite dead before the fire reached her, as 
he executioner pulled upon the rope several times 
while the irons were being fixed. The body was 
seerr amid the flames for neariy half an hour, 
though, throuZh the dryness of the wood and the 
quantity of tar, the fire was exceedingly fierce. 
Burning at the stake was, not so very long ago, 
used as a punishment for heretics of both sexes, or 
for any person accused of witchcraft. This mode 
of execution was kept up all during the middle ages, 
the first case on record being that of a man named 
Alban, who was burned in the year 304, A. D. Many 
persons were put to death in this manner for coin- 
ing, which was, up toalate date, regarded as an 
offence meriting death, the latest case on record of 
burning at the stake for this crime being that. ofa 
woman named Christian Murphy, alias Bowman, 
who was burned on March 18, 1789. 
Number 87 of the Quarterly Review mentions the 
case of a man who was 
HANGED FOR COINING, 
while a young girl 14 years old came very near being 
burned as an accomplice, as on her person, hidden 
peneath her corset, were found a number of white- 
washed counters, which she had placed there at her 
master’s bidding. She was tried and judged guilty 
of treason and was to have been 
burnt immediately after the hanging of the man, 
und, indeed, the fagots were already piled when 
Lord Weymouth happened to ride by and mercifully 
interfered. 
The “New Suffclk Garland” in the year 176: 
speaks of the case of one 
MARGARET BIDDINGFIELD 
who was burnt for the murderof her husband, the 
erime being designated as “petty treason.” The 
actual murderer was a man named Ricnard Binge 
who was the woman's paramour, but she was held 
as an accomplice, and, while the man was hung, she 
was burnt. 
The last case of burning opposite Newgate was in 


1786, when a woman was hanged on alow scaffold, 
and, after life was extinct, the fire was lighted be- 
low her and the body was burned to ashes. 

Gevree LIL. put a stop to this barbarous method of 
execution and provided that after June 5, 1790, 
women should be hanged as well as men. 


Still more dreadful than burning at the stake was 

the horrible idea of 
BOILING PEOPLE TO DEATH, 

which was at one time a legal punishment for the 
crime of poisoning, the law putting it into effect be- 
ing passed by Henry VII in 1531. One of the few 
cases recorded was that of a cook in the diocese of 
the Bishop of Rochester named Richard Roose. This 
wan had put poison in food causing the death of 
two persons and the serious illness of others, and 
the sentence was passed on him that he should be 
boiled to death without any benefit of the clergy, 
which Meant without any mitigation of the sent- 
ence such as was commonly accorded to those in any 
may connecied with the clergy, so that be probably 
really felt the frightful agonies of being boiled. 


The next person of whom we hear as meeting 
this hideous death was & woman, a serv- 
ant,why had poisoned three families with whom she 
had lived. In the chronicle of thejGrey Friars, men-

The expenses attendant on the parboiling and 
hanging of Friar Stone in 1539 are certainly curious. 
The execution came off at Canterbury, and the fol- 
lowing were the details of the expenses: “For half 
aton of timber to make a pair of gallows for to 
hang Friar Stone, 2s. 6d.; to a carpenter for making 
the gallows and the dray, Is. 4d.; to a laborer that 
digged the holes, 3d.; expenses setting up the same, 
1s.; for a load of wood and for a horse to draw him 
to a dungeon, 2s. 3d.; paid two men that sat at the 
kettle and parboiled him, Is.; to three men that 
carried his quarters to the gates and set them up, 
Js.; for halters, sandwich, cord and screws, Is.; for 
a woman that scoured the ketttle, 2d.; to him that 
did the execution, 3s. 8d. Total, 14s. 8d,” 

This ee was not uncommon either in 
England or on the Continent, for coining, and the 
law permitting it was not repealed until the time of 
Kdward V1., in 1547. 

Cases were persons were disemboweled were 
not infrequent, but the sentence was generally miti- 
gated, and, as in the case of burning at 
the stake, the condemned were first strangled. 

Mention is made in an old book of a man bein 

ressed to deata, but no instance can be given of 
this dreadful mode of killing, the very idea of which 
is enough togive any one of moderately strong 
nerves the nizht-mare for a week. 

it is claimed that death by drowning is one of the 
easiest, but we doubt if the idea of being sewed up 


in a sack and thrown into the water would be agree- 
able to any one, yet such was at one time the not 
unmerited doom of paricides, but still more — revolt- 


ing is the idea of being put under hurdles into bogs 
or ferns, which was the fate reserved for the mean- 
er criminals at one period in Germany, while to the 
greater malefactors was reserved the infinitely 

referable death of hanging. One of the agreeable 

ws of the ancient Burgundians previded at un- 
faithful wives should be smothered in mud—a 
threat one would suppose capable of putting an end 
to all such law-breaking. 

The Anglo-Saxons had all women who were con- 
victed of stealing drowned,and King Richard, the 
Lion Hearted, made that the legal punishment for 
any soldier who killeda fellow crusader. Crimi- 
nals were drowned in England until the early part of 
the seventeenth century, and in Edinburgh, and, 
@ man was drowned as late as 1611 for the stealing 
ofalamb.”’ In other parts of Scotland the custom 
was prevalent until 1685. 

It would seem that as civilization advanees execu- 
tions are being not only much less painful, but .are, 
fn many cases, altogether disappearing. Strange 
to say. many noblemen of our day, belong to oid 
families who still own the feudal casties of their an- 
cestors, point witha kind of pride to the soul- 
revolting instruments of torture used by their fore- 
fathers—instruments that one would imagine must 
filithem with shame forthe barbarians who em- 
ployed them. But life is a puzzle at the best. -
